Brook col- 


liery of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Coal and Iron 
company. 
She 


was an eye-witness to an assault 
made upon her husband by strikers. 
She said that after her husband had 
been knocked down twice she picked 
up a stono and threw it at the men 
committing the assault. 
She was 


then seized and held while the beat- 
ing continued. Her husband was in- 
ternally injured. 


Sirs. Sobert Robinson, of Tower 


City, told of an attack being made 
on her home because her 
husband 


worked during tho strike. She was 
particularly 
bitter 
against 
her 


brother-in-law, James Lewis, who, 
she said, led the mob. 


Harry Currnow, of Hazleton, an 


extra .engineer, said he struck, but 
as the union gave him no relief he 
returned to work on Aug. 23. On 
Aug. 25, while on his way to work, 
he said he wa» attacked by a crowd 
of unknown men and beaten uncon- 
scious. 


Michael W«ldon, of Mahanoy City, 


a flre boss employed by the Reading 
company, said strikers refused to al- 
low him to go to work and that hin 
house was damaged by dynamite. 


Thomas Feeley, another 
Reading 


company flro boss, said 
ho was 


dragged from a street car 
%flpd se- 


verely beaten white on his way to 
work. 
* 'Anthony" Ferguson, outside 
.fore-' 


man at the North Mahanoy colliery, 
Enid he wn* befitnn while on his way 
to work. 
On cross-examination he 


said he had never cheated the men 
under him. 


Ferguson said he recognized two 


of his assailants and that they were 
arrested and convicted. 
Commis- 


sioner Parker asked if the two men 
had been expelled by the 
minors' 


union, and Terrcnce Qinley, a mem- 
ber of the executive 
board of tho 


United Mine Workers, 
was called 


ind asked if the men had been ex- 
pelled. He replied that he did not 
know. He explained that the union 
had done all in its power to prevent 
lawlessness. Chairman Gray asked 
what had been done to raise the or- 
ganization out oi the mire and dark- 
ness that the testimony had tended 
to show. 


MITCHELL AND GRAY TILT. 
President Mitchell took exception 


to Judge Gray's remarks and said the 
:oal 
companies were bringing wit- 


nesses here to testify against strik- 
ers and indirectly against the min- 
ers' union. No crime has been fast- 
ened on the union, Mitchell said, and 
he did not want the impression to 
go out that it was dragging in the 
mire. Chairman Gray said the tes- 
timony before the commission cer- 
tainly involved 
the union and he 


would liie to see the union disen- 
tangle itself. Judge Gray mentioned 
the Shenandoah riot and said he had 
not heard a word of evidence that 
one union 
man in the crowd of a 


thousand men 
and 
boys present, 


when Beddell was killed, who cried: 
"Shame on you." 


Continuing Ginley said many men 


would not testify before the commis- 
sion for fear of being discharged, 
and cited the case of a man named 
Clark, employed at the Bast colliery, 
near Scranton, who was refused work 
after he had testified. The commis- 
sioners made a note of this case and 
mid they would look into it.

Foreign Laborers Take Alarm 


in Schnectady and Ask 


for.Their Money 


Schenectady.N. Y., Jan. 8.—Because 


of a misapprehension regarding the 
recently issued report of State Su- 
perintendent of Banks Kilburn there 
was a run today on the Schenectady 
Savings bank, one of the oldest and 
most conservative banking Institu- 
tions in the state. The demonstra- 
tion was confined almost entirely to 
foreign-speaking persons. When the 
report of the banking department ap- 
peared it was translated by volun- 
teer interpreters into the language 
spoken by 
the various foreigners 


working in this city. 
The criticism 


of trust companies and recommenda- 
tions regarding legislation affecting 
them produced a bad 
effect 
upon 


these people as they did not under- 
stand the matter, and in a mysteri- 
ous manner a fear gained 
ground 


that all was not well with the sav- 
ings bank here in which thousands 
of them donosit their savingR. Scores 
of them withdrew their money from 
the bank yesterday and today when 
tho doors of the 
institution 
were 


opened there was a large crowd of 
excited foreigners who demanded 
their deposits. They were promptly 
paid, the bank officers in anticipa- 
tion of a run having prepared for it 
over night. At noon every one hntl 
received what was demanded. 
Tliu 


true situation was explained to tho 
foreigners and gradually the run do- 
creased.

TAMEN LIVES 


Collision at Duquense, Pa,, on 


the Pennsylvania Has a 


Frightful Result, 


Pittsburg, Jan. 8 — Six of the vic- 


tims of last night's railroad collision 
near Duquesne, Pa., on the Mououga- 
hela division of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, in which seven men were 
killed, are still at the MuKeesport 
hospital, where they were taken im- 
mediately after the accident. There 
was no change in their condition to- 
day. 


The fatalities of the accident wera 


as follows: 


C. E. 
Stroud, baggagemaster of 


passenger; Homewood. 


C. M. Boehner, brakeman of pas- 


senger; Pittsburg. 


John Stewart, passenger; residence 


unknown. 


-wo unidentified foreigners, died 


on way to hospital. 


Two unidentified foreigners, killed 


outright. 


The injured: 
T. B. Cook, conductor passenger; 


will die. 


Sam Sullanofski, shoulder blade 


fractured. 


Peter Klmoski, burned. 
John Smith, seriously injured. 
Mike Chonick, slightly injured. 
Mike Gentill, slightly Injured. 
Thomas B. Cook, the conductor of 


the accommodation, who was expect- 
ed to die during the night, is >>till 
HT£=.S, but the hospital authorities 
do not think that he will 
survive 


through the day, as his injuries are 
of such a nature that recovery would 
be a miracle. 


It is thought the other victims will 


all gat well. The wreck was one of 
the most singular in the history of 
the road, considering the compara- 
tively slight damage wrought to the 
company's property. Superintendent 
Mitchell is making a thorough inves- 
tigation and says that 50 far as he 
has been able to determine the re- 
sponsibility for the wreck rests with 
the crew of the freight train in not 
having a flagman out to stop the pas- 
senger train until it had crossed the 
main track and closed the switches. 


The passenger In the wreck was 


the West Elizabeth accommodation 
train, which left Pittsburg at 3:20 
p. in. It was on time and had a clear 
track, according to the eignals dis- 
played. At the siding at Cochrane it 
ran into the rear car of an extra 
freight which had taken the switch 
but failed to clear the main line. 
The officials of the road attribute th« 
disaster to the failure ot Patrick 
Quiiin, the rear brakemnn of the 
freight, to see that his train had 
fully cleared. Quinn has not been 
located. 


The passenger engine hit the ca- 


boose, which forced it back upon the 
combination baggage and smoking 
car with terrific force. 
The thirteen 


passengers were Jammed against the 
rear end of the car into almost a solid 
mass. Three of the victims apparent- 
ly were killed outright, two of the 
other four were roasted to death and 
the two who died on the way to the 
hospital were sc badly burned that

Almost immediately after the im- 


pact fire from 
tho stove In the 


smoker communicated to the wreck- 
age and the imprisoned victims were 
tortured beyond description. All of 
the victims were badly burned. Con- 
ductor Cook was found unconscious 
under the charred body of Baggage- 
master Stroud. 


Not a truck except the tender left

A bill was also passed authorizing 


the secretary of the interior to pre- 
scribe rules and regulations for the 
procurement of timber and atone for 
domestic and industrial purposes in 
the Indian territory. 


Mr. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, then 


addressed the senate on the resolu- 
tions offered by Mr. Vest, directing 
the finance committee to report a 
bill removing the duty on anthracite 
coal. 


WOULD AFFORD NO RELIEF. 
He began by stating that the reso- 


lution would not 
afford the relief 


sought. It infringed the rights of 
the house with respect to revenue 
bills. 
"The attempt to afford re- 


lief," said Mr. Aldrich, "which tho 
senator says is demanded through a 
method that would open a discus- 
sion here as to the

The resolution, he asserted, was 


simply to furnish a text for a polit-

BLAMES DEMOCRATS. 


Mr. Aldrich recited the facts re- 


lating to the coal tariff, saying that 
in 1894. when th« democrat* w*»rp in 
control of the senate and house, they 
sent the Wilson bill to the senate 
with coal free of duty.

President Castro expresses willing- 
ness to submit the matter to arbitra- 
tion, and in addition to his former 
communication, he is now willing to 
recognize the propriety of submitting 
the claims referred to in the British 
and German notes to The Hague, 
something that he has not up to this 
point been willing to do. Some de- 
tails remain to be arranged before 
the next step, which is the appoint- 
ment of commissioners, can be taken 
up and it is not yet known how Cas- 
tro will receive the demands still in- 
sisted upon by the allies for a money 
payment and how he will view the 
rejection of his own demand for the 
immediate withdrawal of the block- 
ade as conditions precedent. 


THE WAY IS CLEAEIUG. 


Nevertheless, the officials feel thnt 


the way is clearing for an adjust- 
ment. It now appears that, as al- 
ready foreshadowed in some of the 
European dispatches, there is a reas- 
onable prospect that the Venezuelan 
trouble can be settled without invok- 
ing the machinery of The Hague tri- 
bunal. 
Minister Bowen has been 


definitely named by Castro as his 
commissioner, and if the few points 
relative to conditions precedent are 
settled amicably, it is 1hc expecta- 
tion that the British and German 
governments will name their ambas- 
sadors at Washington as commission- 
ers in their own behalf to confer with 
Minister Bowen. 
It is now stated 


that the commission will meet, when 
it does come together, with instruc- 
tions from the principals to endeavor 
to adjust the Venezuelan dispute out 
of hand at Washington.

Attitude

Punishment." He said in part: "In 
the development of the race punish- 
ment has passed through three 
dis- 


tinct steps. In the first all the at- 
tention is focussed on the one wrong- 
ed and an effort is made 
to reim- 


burse him. 
'An eye for an eye and a 


tooth for a tooth' is the law. 
In the 


second period all the 
attention is 


given to society; the culprit and the 
one wronged are both treated simply 
for the benefit of the whole group. 
In the third period the attention is 
fixed on the culprit. 
He is consid- 


ered diseased or ignorant and 
pun- 


ishment is used to educate or elimi- 
nate him. 


"Children pass through the same 


general stages. Studies on thousands 
of children show that little children 
resent it and hence understand best 
immediate physical 
control. 
Only 


slowly do they 
substitute 
higher 


forms of appeal to reason. Hence in 
dealing with little 
children 
they 


must start in absolute obedience and 
slowly 
win their -way to self-con- 


trol." 


Mr. Frederick's 
theme 
for both 


morning and afternoon address was 
"Language." 
In the morning 
he 


spoke principally of the influence of 
literature on children, advising that 
the teacher and her pupils go over 
some good and instructive book t< 
gether, the children being made to 
put themselves in the places of the 
characters presented nnd to describe 
scenes from their own viewpoint. In 
the afternoon Mr. Frederick spoko 
along the same line concerning pic- 
tures, Diving illustrations of his tiilk 
by describing several well 
known 


masterpieces of art in a way calcu- 
lated to create an impression in the 
child's mind that it could express 
intelligently. 


"Cecil Rhodes, or the Power 
of 


Work," was the theme of Mr. Barnes' 
afternoon 
talk. 
After 
giving 
a 


sketch of 
Mr. 
Rhodes' 
life 
the 


speaker gave the estimates put on 
his influence by different nations and 
leaders. 
He maintained, 
however, 


that Rhodes' own estimate of his suc- 
cess was to be found by noting the 
use he made of his millions. 
None 


of those was devoted to 
extending 


his work, but all went to strengthen 
ideas and ideals by sending men to 
Oxford. 
The real 
forces 
of 
the, 


world are these forces of the mind 
and soul. 


Mr. Barnes concluded his work in 


this city this afternoon 
and 
will 


leave this evening for 
New 
York 


city. 
His 
addresses 
before 
the 


teachers' institute hnve been of the 
greatest value and that they have 
been 
thoroughly 
appreciated 
is 


shown by the attendance at every 
session of the institute. 
Mr. Barnes 


is one of the most scholarly men in 
America and is the author of a num- 
ber of standard 
educational works 


used universally in the 
schools of 


the United States. 
County Superin- 


tendent Young succeeded in having 
him come to Fort Wayne through a 
change made in his tour and the effi- 
cient head of the county schools is 
to be congratulated on nis success. 
Mr. Young has been importuned to 
have Mr. Barnes make a public ad- 
dress by many people who were de- 
sirous of hearing him, and an effort 
will be made to have the noted edu- 
cator return to the city later in the 
season for that purpose.
